PROPOSED  AMENDMENTS  TO  THE 

TOWN  OF  BROOKLINE,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

CURRENT  ZONING  AND  LAND  USE  ORDINANCE 

1.  PURPOSE  AND  INTENT 

The  purpose  of  this  Wetlands  Conservation  District  ordinance 
is  to  protect  the  public  health,  safety  and  general  welfare  by  con- 
trolling and  guiding  the  use  of  land  areas  which  have  been  found 
to  be  subjected  to  high  water  tables  for  extended  periods  of  time. 
It  is  intended  that  this  ordinance  shall: 

1 .  prevent  the  destruction  of,  or  significant  changes  to,  natural 
wetlands  which  provide  flood  protection,  discharge  and 
recharge  of  groundwater  supplies,  and  continuing  existence 
of  important  wildlife  areas; 

2.  prevent  the  development  of  structures  and  land  uses  on 
naturally  occurring  wetlands  which  would  contribute  to  pollu- 
tion of  surface  and  groundwater  by  sewage  or  toxic 
substances; 

3.  protect  sensitive,  unique  and  unusual  natural  areas; 

4.  protect  the  quality  and  quantity  of  existing  and  potential 
water  supplies,  aquifers  and  aquifer  recharge  areas; 

5.  encourage  those  uses  that  can  be  appropriately  and  safely 
located  in  wetland  areas. 
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2.  DISTRICT  BOUNDARIES 

2.1.  Wetlands  Conservation  District  Definition 

The  Town  of  Brookline  Wetlands  Conservation  District  is 
defined  as  those  areas  delineated  as  very  poorly  drained 
or  poorly  drained  soils  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Soil  Conservation  Service  (SCS)  publication,  Soil  survey  of 
HILLSBOROUGH  COUNTY,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE,  EAST- 
ERN PART,  issued  October  1981,  as  amended.  The  Wet- 
lands Conservation  District  also  includes  those  areas  where 
site-specific  field  survey  by  a  soils  scientist  qualified  by  the 
New  Hampshire  State  Conservation  Committee  locates 
poorly  or  very  poorly  drained  soils  not  identified  in  the  SCS 
published  soil  survey. 

2.2.  Wetlands  Incorrectly  Delineated 

In  the  event  that  an  area  has  been  incorrectly  delineated 
as  part  of  the  Wetland  Conservation  District,  and  evidence 
to  that  effect  is  presented  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Planning 
Board  or  their  representative  in  site  plan  reviews  or  subdivi- 
sions, or  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or 
their  representative  in  other  cases,  the  restrictions  contain- 
ed in  this  ordinance  shall  not  apply. 

2.3.  Establishment  Of  A  District 

The  limits  of  the  Wetlands  Conservation  District  are  hereby 
determined  to  be  wetland  areas  of  one  (1)  acre  or  more  in 
size,  or  wetland  areas  of  any  size  if  contiguous  to  surface 
waters  such  as  lakes,  ponds,  rivers,  streams  or  brooks. 

2.4.  Relation  To  Other  Districts 

In  all  cases  where  the  Wetlands  Conservation  District  is 
superimposed  over  another  zoning  district  in  the  Town  of 
Brookline,  that  district  whose  regulations  are  more  restric- 
tive shall  apply. 
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3.  WETLANDS  CONSERVATION  DISTRICT  PERMITTED  USES 

Permitted  uses  are  those  that  do  not  result  in  the  erection  of 
any  structure  or  alter  the  surface  configuration  by  the  addition 
of  fill,  and  that  are  otherwise  permitted  by  the  Brookline  zoning 
ordinance.  Such  uses  include  the  following: 

1 .  forestry  and  tree  farming,  using  the  best  management  prac- 
tices to  protect  streams  from  damage  and  to  prevent 
sedimentation; 

2.  cultivation  and  harvesting  of  crops  according  to  recognized 
soil  conservation  practices,  including  the  protection  of 
wetlands  from  pollution  caused  by  fertilizers,  pesticides  and 
herbicides  used  in  such  cultivations; 

3.  State  approved  water  impoundments; 

4.  construction  of  wells  for  water  supply; 

5.  maintenance  of  existing  drainage  ways,  such  as  streams, 
creeks  or  other  paths  of  normal  runoff  water; 

6.  conservation  areas,  nature  trails,  parks  and  recreation  uses 
consistent  with  the  purpose  and  intent  of  this  ordinance; 

7.  dry  hydrants  and  fire  protection  ponds. 
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4.  SPECIAL  PROVISIONS 

Special  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  include: 

1.  Wetland  Conservation  District  areas,  excluding  bodies  of 
water,  may  be  used  to  satisfy  minimum  lot  area  requirements 
provided  that  portion  which  is  wetland  does  not  exceed 
twenty-five  (25)  percent  of  the  minimum  required  lot  area, 
and  provided  that  the  remaining  lot  area  is  sufficient  in  size 
and  configuration  to  adequately  accommodate  all  required 
utilities,  such  as  sewage  disposal  and  water  supply. 

2.  Construction  or  enlargement  of  septic  tank  or  leach  field 
shall  follow  New  Hampshire  state  regulations  regarding  set- 
back from  wetland  areas  (75'),  except  in  those  locations 
where  the  soil  type  is  coarse  textured  soil  with  rapid  to  very 
rapid  permeability,  as  referenced  in  the  SCS  publication, 
where  a  125'  setback  shall  be  required  to  any  area  of  the 
Wetland  Conservation  District. 

3.  If  any  section,  provision,  portion,  clause  or  phrase  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  held  to  be  invalid  or  unconstitutional  by 
any  court  or  competent  authority,  such  holding  shall  not  af- 
fect, impair,  or  invalidate  any  other  section,  provision,  por- 
tion, clause  or  phrase  of  this  ordinance. 
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5.  SPECIAL  EXCEPTIONS 

The  Planning  Board,  in  site  plan  reviews  or  subdivisions,  or  the 
Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  in  other  matters,  after  proper  public 
notice  and  public  hearing,  may  grant  special  exception  for  the 
following  uses  within  the  Wetland  Conservation  District: 

1 .  Streets,  roads,  and  other  access  ways  and  utility  right  of  way 
easements,  including  power  lines  and  pipe  lines,  if  essen- 
tial to  the  productive  use  of  land  not  so  zoned  and  if  so 
located  and  constructed  as  to  minimize  any  detrimental  im- 
pact of  such  uses  upon  the  Wetlands  Conservation  District; 

2.  The  undertaking  of  a  use  not  otherwise  permitted  in  the 
Wetland  Conservation  District,  which  may  include  the  erec- 
tion of  a  structure,  dredging,  filling,  draining,  or  otherwise 
altering  the  surface  configuration  of  the  land,  if  it  can  be 
shown  that  such  proposed  use  will  not  conflict  with  the  pur- 
pose and  intentions  of  this  ordinance  and  if  such  proposed 
use  is  otherwise  permitted  by  the  zoning  ordinance. 

Proper  evidence  to  this  effect  shall  be  submitted  in  writing  to 
the  Planning  Board  or  the  Board  of  Adjustment  and  shall  be  ac- 
companied by  the  findings  of  a  review  by  the  Hillsborough  Coun- 
ty Conservation  District.

The  Ambulance  Service  is  approaching  a  crossroads  in 
Emergency  Medical  Care,  and  it  is  the  people  of  Brookline  that  will 
have  to  decide  which  way  we  will  go. 

If  at  least  five  people  a  year  become  volunteers,  then  the  Ser- 
vice will  remain  a  volunteer  organization.  It  is  no  longer  realistic  to 
expect  so  few  to  carry  the  burden  of  30  to  60  hours  each  "on  duty" 
time. 

The  alternative  being  presented  in  a  warrent  article  this  year  is 
to  raise,  by  taxes,  $50,000.00  to  pay  for  two  daytime  attendants,  leav- 
ing the  volunteers  to  be  on  duty  nights  and  weekends.  If  volunteers 
or  funds  are  not  available,  Brookline  will  be  faced  with  the  loss  of 
Emergency  Medical  Coverage  on  a  24-hour  basis. 

Our  town  was  founded  by  hard  working,  good  people  that  did 
care  about  each  other.  If  we  want  the  town  to  stay  strong  and  in- 
dependent, then  we  must  be  involved  in  keeping  it  that  way.

STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

December  31,  1986 

Between  July  1985  and  June  1986,  we  experienced  fewer  fires  than 
normal.  The  two  leading  causes  of  forest  fires  were  again  children 
and  fires  kindled  without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden. 
Both  causes  are  preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire 
prevention.  Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 
Enforcement  of  a  State  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsibili- 
ty of  State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest 
regulations;  however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest 
law  may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  became  responsible  for  the  timber  tax 
payment  starting  April  1 ,  1986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax 
Law  that  will  impact  all  forest  landowners.  Contact  your  Board  of 
Selectmen  for  timber  tax  forms.

To  see  what  sum  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
for  the  construction  of  a  new  addition  and  renovations  to  the 
Brookline  Elementary  School  including  furnishings,  equipment, 
architectural  and  other  fees,  site  development  and  any  other 
items  incidental  to  and  necessary  for  said  construction  on  land 
presently  owned  by  the  Brookline  School  District;  and  to  deter- 
mine whether  such  appropriations  shall  be  raised  by  the  issuance 
and  sale  of  serial  notes  or  bonds  upon  the  credit  of  the  Brookline 
School  District  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  New  Hamp-

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Henry  Anthony 
and  was  carried  without  dissent. 

Mr.  Arnold  opened.the  polls  at  9:03  PM  for  a  ballot  vote. 

2.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School  Board  and 
Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any  other  Officers 
or  Agents  of  the  District. 

Marcia  Farwell  moved  that  this  article  be  taken  up  under 
Article  -5.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Richard  Maghakian  and 
was  passed  without  dissent. 

3.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to 
make  application  for  and  accept  on  behalf  of  the  District  any  or 
all  grants  or  funds  for  educational  purposes  which  may  now  or 
hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the  United  States  Government 
or  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  or  from  any  other  source. 

Richard  Maghakian  moved  that  the  District  authorize  the 
School  Board  to  make  application  for  and  accept  on  behalf  of 
the  District  any  or  all  grants  or  funds  for  educational  purposes 
which  may  now  or  hereafter  by  forthcoming  from  the  United 
States  Government  or  from  the.  State  of  New  Hampshire,  or  from 
any.  other  source,  seconded  by  Henry  Anthony.  The  vote  was 
in  the  affirmative  and  the  motion  carried. 
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4.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  an  addi- 
tion to  the  original  appropriation  for  1985-86  the  sum  of  $77,000 
oe  be  made  available  to  the  the  School  District  prior  to  June  30, 
1986,  in  order  to  meet  unanticipated  obligations  caused  by  ad- 
ditional Special  Education  tuition  expenses  and  15  additional 
students  attending  Mollis  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools. 

Betty  Hall  moved  that  the  District  raise  and  appropriate  an 
additional  $77,000  to  be  made  available  to  the  School  District 
prior  to  June  30, 1986,  seconded  by  Sidney  Hall,  Sr.  It  was  noted 
that  the  Town  could  fund  this  money  from  its  surplus  or  borrow 
it  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  The  motion  carried  without  dissent. 

5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  payment  of  salaries 
of  School  District  Officers  and  Agents,  and  for  the  payment  of 
statutory  obligations  of  the  District. 

Marcia  Farwell  moved  that  this  article  be  tabled  until  after 
the  ballots  were  counted,  seconded  by  Robert  Bramley.  The  mo- 
tion carried. 

6.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come  before 
said  meeting. 

Betty  Hall  moved  that  an  exploratory  committee  of  citizens 
appointed  by  the  Moderator  be  formed  to  contact  the  Hollis 
School  Board  and  seek  informtion  about  the  AREA  agreement 
and  bringing  back  the  7th  and  8th  grades,  seconded  by  Allan 
Fessenden.  After  discussion,  a  vote  was  taken  with  25  in  favor 
and  66  against  the  motion.  The  motion  was  defeated. 

Nancy  Brodeur  moved  that  the  District  show  a  vote  of  ap- 
preciation to  the  Fisher  Family  (A  &  C  Video)  for  their  taping  of 
the  meeting  and  providing  video  coverage  for  the  lower  Town 
Hall.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Geraldine  Phillips  and  was 
carried  unanimously. 
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7.  Mr.  Arnold  closed  the  polls  at  10:03  PM.  The  ballots  were 
counted  and  the  motion  was  defeated  with  1 13  no  votes  and  131 
yes  votes.  Mr.  Arnold  noted  that  because  this  was  a  bond  issue 
a  2/3  vote  (or  1 63  yes  votes)  was  required  for  passage.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

The  1986  Gallup  Poll  of  Public  Attitudes  Toward  the  Public 
Schools  reveals  the  public's  ranking  of  drugs  as  the  -1  school  pro- 
blem today,  outranking  discipline  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
the  annual  survey.  Educators  generally  do  not  agree  that  drugs 
should  top  the  list  of  problems,  but  we  cannot  refute  the  fact  that 
the  public  thinks  it  is  #1 .  If  the  public  thinks  we  have  a  problem,  then 
we  have  a  problem. 

New  studies  available  from  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education 
are  finding  that,  for  the  first  time,  that  some  school  drug  programs 
seem  to  make  a  difference.  If  there  is  any  one  thing  on  which  we 
might  all  agree  it  is  that  drugs  are  not  just  a  school  problem,  but  rather 
a  societal  problem.  Schools  just  happen  to  be  a  place  where  young 
people  congregate  and  where  drugs  are  sometimes  found.  If  socie- 
ty is  to  solve  the  drug  problem  it  will  have  to  be  a  cooperative  effort. 
To  say  'let  the  schools  handle  it'  is  to  put  one's  head  in  the  sand. 

All  of  us  have  the  power  to  influence  young  people  through  our 
own  example.  Sometimes  in  our  search  for  solutions  to  complex  pro- 
blems, we  often  overlook  the  obvious  —  doing  small  things  well  con- 
sistently over  time.  That  kind  of  behavior  on  the  part  of  adults  helps 
children  of  all  ages  to  understand  that  their  parents  and  friends  care 
for  them.  An  important  point  about  the  love  we  give  our  children  is 
that  it  should  be  an  unconditional  love  —  love  without  strings  attach- 
ed. "Get  A's  in  school  and  I'll  love  you"  or  "Behave  and  I'll  love 
you"  are  examples  of  love  with  strings  attached.  Unconditional  love 
does  not  mean  accepting  the  behavior  or  removing  the  conse- 
quences. The  message  that  we  need  to  get  across  is  that  we  love 
our  children  no  matter  what  they  do,  and  that  even  of  we  do  not  like 
their  behavior,  we  still  love  them.  It's  that  simple  and  sometimes  it's 
that  difficult. 

Our  children's  best  defense  against  drug  use  is  a  loving,  sup- 
portive family.  It  is  in  the  family  that  kids  can  get  the  help  they  need 
to  build  a  strong  foundation  of  self-confidence  and  well-being  for  the 
future. 
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We  must  remember  that  drug  abuse  prevention  begins  in  the 
home.  Parents  and  guardians  must  educate  themselves  with  basic 
information  and  take  a  clear  stand  on  alcohol  and  drugs.  These  sug- 
gestions are  no  guarantee  that  we  will  not  have  problems  with  our 
children,  but  it  is  a  lot  better  than  closing  our  eyes  to  the  possibility 
of  our  children  becoming  involved  with  drugs  and  alcohol.  We  need 
to  make  our  expectations  absolutely  clear.  If  writing  them  down  will 
help,  then  do  it.  Post  them  for  all  to  see  and  acknowledge.  We  must 
do  everything  we  can  to  promote  our  children's  health  and  well-being 
from  the  earliest  years  by: 

1 .  Being  concerned  and  involved,  spending  time  with  our  children 
each  day,  even  if  it  is  only  simple,  everyday  things; 

2.  Offering  love,  support,  and  acceptance  there  can  never  be  too 
much  of  these; 

3.  Keeping  the  lines  of  communication  open.  This  is  especially  im- 
portant with  adolescents,  who  may  need  some  room  to  test  the 
limits  and  may  not  always  be  agreeable  or  cooperative; 

4.  Encouraging  our  children  to  get  involved  in  positive  activities  that 
give  them  a  feeling  of  confidence  and  help  to  develop  useful  and 
enjoyable  skills.  We  do  need  to  look  for  these  positive  alter- 
natives at  every  turn  and  make  sure  that  we  are  not  just  pressur- 
ing our  children  to  do  whatever  we  want; 

5.  Providing  as  many  other  support  systems  as  we  can  for  our 
children.  Friends,  relatives,  religious  institutions,  all  can  help 
young  people  feel  more  secure  and  self-confident; 

6.  Keeping  informed  with  reliable  information  about  the  effects  of 
drugs  and  alcohol  and  discussing  these  facts  with  our  children; 

7.  Keeping  our  sense  of  humor; 
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8.  Talking  with  other  parents  whenever  we  have  the  chance.  Get- 
ting together  informally  and  sharing  information.  Building  a  sup- 
port group.  It  is  useful  to  do  this  even  when  we  are  not  worried 
about  any  serious  problems.  When  we  parents  are  "together," 
children  often  have  a  satisfying  sense  of  stability  and 
consistency; 

9.  Being  observant  —  note  changes  in  our  children;  looking  for 
changes  in  behavior,  friends,  moods  or  physical  appearance 
these  could  be  signs  of  drug  use  (but  we  must  not  overract.  They 
could  also  be  signs  of  normal  adolescent  development); 

10.  Doing  whatever  we  can  to  meet  our  children's  emotional  and 
psychological  needs,  especially  the  need  for  love  and 
acceptance. 

In  our  communities,  the  Chemical  Abuse  Task  Force  is  at  work 
promoting  drug  and  alcohol  free  activities  for  our  youth.  To  become 
involved  or  informed  contact  any  of  our  schools  and  ask  for 
information. 

All  of  us  can  be  an  effective  force  for  prevention  In  our  com- 
munities. Whatever  our  roles . . .  Together,  we  can  make  a  difference!
